THOMAS H. I ME. 

Thomas H. Ince was born in Newport, R. I., in 1882. From his father, 
John E. Ince, a noted comedian of the early seventies, he inherited his his¬ 
trionic talents, and through paternal influence associated himself with the 
profession at the tender age of 13 in the capacity of office boy in Daniel 
Frohman’s office. 

A fey years later he commenced his career on the stage with a song and 
dance in “Poets and Puppets,” a satire on “Lady Windermere’s Fan.” 

Henry Miller and May Irwin were the same company. This appearance 
was followed by a small part under James A. Herne’s wing in “Shore Acres,” 
after which Frohman engaged him—but this time as a light opera comedian. 

An important role "With Edwin Arden in “The Ninety and Nine” con¬ 
stituted his next medium.' of appearance before the footlights. Later, Wil¬ 
liam H. Thompson, tile veteran, elevated him to a star in “For Love’s Sweet 
Sake,” a vaudeville headliner which remained on the boards for three years. 
Throughout the remainder of his career on the stage—which lasted until 
1909—Ince was a vaudevillian. In 1909, Adam Kessel and Charles O. Bau¬ 
man, heads of the New Y6rk Motion Picture Corporation, decided that they 
needed a chief to take charge of their producing plant in California. So they 
selected Thomas H. Ince. 

Immediately he arrived in California to take up Ms new duties, Ince 
began the organization oft a system—a system to which he has adhered 
strictly in his production of photoplays. As time progressed he startled the 
country by predicting that feature films would become popular. He made 
“The Battle of Gettysburg,” and its amazing success bore out his statement. 
Then followed other massfere multiple reelers, mong which have been “The 
Wrath of the Gods,”’*“The Typhoon,” “The Bargain,” “The Italian,” “The 
Devil,” “On the Night Stage,” “The Cup gf Life,” “The Darkening Trai^” 
“The Toast of Death,” “The Man from .Oregon,” etc. During the summer 
1916, he began to devote his time exclusively to the production of feature

business, he H on the stage personally supervising every production then 
in the making. He coaches the actors, scrutinizes the settings and . gives 
advice even to his cameramen. 

The greater part of the afternoon Ince usually spends in the cutting 
and projecting rooms. His cutters, though experts, are not averse to asking 
suggestions from their chief, and in tills way Ince is accounted responsible 
for every picture released by the company. That is the reason why the vast 
majority of criticisms of his productions are favorable. Ince has the faculty 
of detecting on the screen seemingly insigniteajpt Haws that .are able to 
evade the critical eye of the directors. ~ 

In the evening Ince can mbe found at home poring over dozes of scen¬ 
arios with his staff of authors. Each script is submitted to the director in 
the rough. \Then, providing it has been given his approval, it is placed into 
form for production. Once again, then, it must pass the test administered 
by Ince before it is given over into the hands of a subordinate director. 

Mr. Ince is personally supervising the productions of \Villiam S. Hart 
and de luxe productions released through Artcraft Pictures Corporation.

A large whale cannery, with ca¬ 
pacity for an annual output of 30,000 
cases, is to be established at Moss 
Beach on the coastside of San Mateo 
county, according to announcement 
made by the United States Bureau of 
Fisheries. Two such plants, exclu¬ 
sively for whale meat, are to be 
started on the Pacific coast, says the 
announcement. The California sea 
plant at Moss Beach and the Ameri¬ 
can-Pacific Whaling Company is al¬ 
ready supplying Seattle with fresh 
whale meat from its refrigerating 
plant in British Columbia. 

The Victoria Whaling Company has 
recently secured permission from the 
Department of Commerce to operate 
in California waters and to establish 
whaling stations along the coast. 

The canneries will also operate re¬ 
frigerator plants to handle fresh and 
frozen whale meat.
